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EMANUEL DISMISSES POLICE SUPERINTENDENT 
IN WAKE OF OUTCRY OVER MCDONALD SHOOTING

After dumping his handpicked top cop-fallout from the shooting death of a black 
teen by a white police officer— Mayor Emanuel said he’ll conduct a “thorough” 
search for a new police superintendent. 


In a news conference Tuesday announcing 
Superintendent Garry McCarthy’s ouster, 
Emanuel made broad references to “reforms” 
needed within the department. 

“This is not the end of the problem, but it is 
the beginning to the solution of the problem,” 
Emanuel said at a City Hall news conference 
on Tuesday “There are systematic challenges 


that will require sustained reforms. It is a 
work in progress as we continue to build the 
confidence and the trust by the public in our 
police force.” 

Emanuel tapped McCarthy in 2011 and 
stood by the superintendent, who oversees a 
force of roughly 10,000 officers, through vari- 
ous rocky patches, including a major spike in 


homicides and a number of high-profile mur- 
ders and shootings of young children caught 
in the gang gunfire of Chicago’s most violent 
neighborhoods. 

Then came the intense criticism 
of how the two handled the police 
shooting of 17-year-old Laquan 


McDonald on a South Side street 
in October 2014. 

Eor much of the past year, 

Emanuel and his lawyers fought in 
court to keep a police dash-camera 
video of the shooting under wraps, arguing 
that releasing it publicly could interfere with 
a state’s attorney and federal investigations 
into the shooting. 


A Cook County judge’s ruling forced 
Emanuel to release the video to the public 
last week, and the fallout for McCarthy and 
Emanuel was sharp and immediate. 

The more- than-weeklong protests 
and public backlash— in Chicago 
and across the country— contrib- 


uted to McCarthy’s ouster. 

Asked by a reporter if Eman- 
uel thought he would become 
a distraction himself and would 
consider resigning, the mayor re- 
sponded, “You’U make that judgment. 
I think I’m doing my job. And I try to do it 
every day, do it in a professional way”

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NEW DRUG, ADDICTION EDUCATORS SHIFT FROM SCARE TACTICS TO BETTER INFORMATION

I n an early ’90s PSA, Pee Wee Herman, red bow tie and all, looked straight 
into the camera and said that every time you use crack, you run the risk of 
dying. During that time, D.A.R.E. was sending police officers into elementa- 
ry school classrooms, carrying the message that marijuana is a gateway drug. In the 
year 2000, MTV and Oprah professed that ecstasy melts holes in your brain. With 
the distortion of time, these discredited claims have concretized as myth. 


WHAT WAS THE 
IMPACT OF D.A.R.E.? 

Research shows that campaigns of zero tol- 
erance and scare tactics may backfire, spark- 
ing the curiosity to experiment. Based on 
outcomes of randomized controlled trials, 
D.A.R.E, or Drug Abuse Resistance Educa- 
tion, made an Emory University researcher’s 
list of “Psychological Treatments that Cause 
Harm.” In a 2002 review of D.A.R.E., psy- 
chologist Chudley Werch and health educa- 
tor Deborah M. Owen reported a tendency 


for teens who went through D.A.R.E. to be 
more likely to drink and smoke than adoles- 
cents not exposed to the program. 

“When I was in fifth grade, a police officer 
came into our classroom every week to talk to 
us about drugs and tobacco,” said Luisa Dahl- 
stedt, 15, a sophomore at Adlai E. Stevenson 
High School in the Northwest suburbs. “He 
told us crazy things like if we did any of this 
stuff, our chances of dying were very high.” 
Luisa said the officer was a D.A.R.E officer. 

While there is much contention regarding 


what schools should be telling their students 
about drugs, given the rates of premature 
death from opiate overdose seen in young 
people today, experts agree something must 
be done. Exactly what to tell young people 
depends on who you ask. 

‘WE NEED TO BE TALKING 
ABOUT DRUGS IN A MUCH 
MORE REALISTIC WAY’ 

Kathleen Kane-WilHs, director of the Illinois 
Consortium on Drug Policy at Roosevelt Uni- 
versity, fears that drug education for teens is 
stUl behind the times. 

“I think we need to be talking about drugs 
in a much more realistic way, and we’re not 
doing that,” she said. “But the fact that we can 
now have a conversation around heroin is an 
improvement.” 

Kane-Willis noted that not long ago, heroin 
wasn’t even allowed to be brought up in school 
drug education. It was relegated to a shadowy 


category called “other drugs,” she said. 

According to the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention, from 2010 through 2013, 
heroin-related death rates for adults aged 18 
to 24 increased over twofold. 

SHOULD TEENS BE ‘SCARED 
STRAIGHT’ ON DRUG USE? 

Jerry Otero is the youth policy manager at the 
Drug Policy Alliance, a New York-based non- 
profit with the principal goal of ending the 
American war on drugs. Otero said that he 
emphasizes that young people need to have a 
more sane and realistic relationship with drugs, 
which he said are a fact of life. 

“When it comes to young people, we rely 
on cynical tropes like, ‘They are out of con- 
trol— they need to be scared straight!’ and 
‘Drugs have their own gravitational pull and 
all use win always end badly’ [which} inform 
our response,” Otero said. 

“School-based drug education may in fact 
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be at odds with itself,” he said. “School is pre- 
sumably a place where you encourage critical 
thinking, but this abstinence-only, zero-toler- 
ance style drug education is really just bent on 
messaging.” 

HEROIN-SPECIFIC LESSONS, 
OVERDOSE PREVENTION 

Kane-Willis and her team at Roosevelt con- 
ducted focus groups on young people ages i8 
to 24 who had used an illicit substance while 
in high school. The majority felt they were 
told partial truths, and information about 
heroin was almost nonexistent. 

That isn’t the case at Stevenson, where the 
nurses on staff were the first in Lake County to 
be trained in administering naloxone, an opiate 
antagonist that reverses the effects of overdose. 

Community activists from a nonprofit 
group called Live4Lali provided the naloxone 
training. The group also speaks to sophomores 
during their health class as part of the school’s 
new drug education curriculum. 

“Tbu’re all smart, you’re not dumb, and for 
anyone to treat you any other way is an insult,” 
Chelsea LaUberte, executive director of Live- 
4Lali, said during a presentation to 
sophomores in November. LaUberte 
lost her younger brother, Alex, to an 
overdose in 2008, and has since com- 
mitted herself to overdose preven- 
tion activism. 

Laliberte told RedEye that Live- 
4Lali’s approach is antithetical to 
old programs such as D.A.R.E. 

‘A lot of us went to this high 
school,” she said. “We’re part of this 
community We don’t tell the stu- 
dents what to think or what to do.” 

“Students deserve to make their 
own choices, and they deserve to know all of 
the information, not just a segment selected 
to prove a point or push an agenda,” she said. 

EDUCATING STUDENTS ON 
MORE THAN JUST DRUGS 

Live4Lali’s recent presentation on opiates at 
Stevenson was not bound to drugs and their 
potential harms. Self-esteem, mental health 
and bullying were frequently mentioned. And 
ratber than utilizing societal judgment or 
tough love toward drug users, their message 
was bent on compassion. 

“For myself and the Stand Strong CoaUtion 
[a local group focused on preventing drink- 
ing and drug use among youth in the com- 
munity], we do not look at this as a moral or 
legal issue but rather a health concern, given 
the potential negative impact of drugs on the 
developing brain and body” Cristina Cortesi, 
Stevenson’s substance abuse prevention coor- 
dinator, told RedEye. 

Sarah Comm, 21, has been in recovery from 
drugs and alcohol for two years, and graduated 
from Stevenson in 2013. In a speech delivered 
to students as part of Live4Lali’s presenta- 


tion, she paused to address the young women 
of the class in particular. 

“I was so uncomfortable with myself,” she 
said. “That’s part of why I used. Just be OK 
with being yourself, that’s what people are at- 
tracted to: authenticity” 

RESPONSE TO NEW METHOD 
OF DRUG EDUCATION 

Tanvee Patankar, 15, a sophomore at Steven- 
son, recalled that in fifth grade, “We were told 
to ‘just say no,’ and that drugs are bad.” 

After hearing Live4Lali’s session on opi- 
ates, Tanvee said, “I felt I was taught a lot 
more about drugs than I was in the past. I’m 
more aware of what’s going on around me 
now... it’s a Httle bit scary” 

She added, “I feel pretty sure that I’ll never 
do heroin.” 

Her classmate Luisa remarked how dif- 
ferent the experience was from her previous 
drug education. 

“I think there’s a big difference. Back then, 
there was a police officer, so of course it’s be- 
ing told from a legal standpoint that drugs 
are bad,” she said. “This felt more real. Real 
people, real situations. I could re- 
late more.” 

Both teens walked away feeling a 
bit of hope for drug users. 

“It’s not just, ‘Oh you’ll die and 
go to jaU,’ it’s real people with real 
problems, they’re just like all of us,” 
Tanvee said. 

A SON’S OVERDOSE 
MOTIVATES CHANGE 

Denise Cullen still has photos of 
her son Jeffrey posing next to his 
first surfboard wearing a D.A.R.E. 
T-sbirt. He died of an accidental drug overdose 
in 2008, but his death was not in vain. 

Since she took on the role of executive direc- 
tor of Grief Recovery After a Substance Pass- 
ing (GRASP), Denise and her husband, Gary 
bave played instrumental roles in the lives of 
families who have lost loved ones to overdose. 

Cullen is also a social worker and believes 
young people shouldn’t be subjected to war 
stories and scare tactics as part of drug edu- 
cation. She recommends that parents and 
teachers use the Drug PoHcy Alliance’s pro- 
gram called “Safety First: A Reality-Based Ap- 
proach to Teens and Drugs.” 

She is also a big fan of Andrew Wed and his 
book “From Chocolate to Morphine: Every- 
thing 'You Need to Know about Mind-Altering 
Drugs.” She believes these are effective ways 
to educate teens about drugs that don’t involve 
half-truths and threats of potential harm.

Wind chills below zero, ice and other winter 
regularities can be jarring even for Elena Delle 
Donne, who grew up in a place where snow 
isn’t a foreign object. 

“They’re a lot colder. I’m not gonna Ue,” the 
26 -year-old Delaware native and Sky star said 
of Chicago winters.

She, like many 
other Cubs fans, 
named her dog Wrig- 
ley Unlike other dogs 
named Wrigley, how- 
ever, Wrigley Delle 
Donne probably has 
more Instagram fol- 
lowers than you do— 
the pup’s page boasts more than 4,300 fans. 

Ask Wrigle/s mom for advice on how to 
survive the cold and you get a response that 
would make any Chicagoan proud. 


“It’s not that terrible,” she said. “Don’t be 
soft. Get through it.” 

Part of her offseason training involves run- 
ning outside, an activity she said she enjoys 
even when conditions are less than ideal. 

“When you’re running outside, you get that 
full burn and there’s nothing better,” she said. 
“That outdoor training really helps elevate 
you inside.” 

Of course, that outdoor training comes 
in handy when you’ve got to work off the 
abundance of calories that are unavoidable 
at holiday feasts. Delle Donne said although 
she remains focused on her job, not even the 
most disciplined pro athlete is immune to in- 
dulging. 

“The holidays make it very hard to eat well, 
so definitely dessert can be a guilty pleasure 
that I try to stay away from, but also indulge 
here and there,” she said. “Gotta enjoy your- 
self That’s why I work hard.”

WOODS: DON’T 
WAIT UP FOR ME

Tiger Woods painted a bleak picture Tuesday 
on when he can return to golf or even get back 
to doing anything more than just walking. 

Woods had two back surgeries in a span 
of i8 months followed by what he described 
only as another “procedure” in the same area 
last month. He has not started rehabilitation 
and does not know when his back will allow 
for that. 

“The hardest part for me is there’s really 
nothing I can look forward to, nothing I can 
build toward,” Woods said. “It’s just taking it 
literally just day by day and week by week and 
time by time.” 

Woods is at the Hero World Challenge as 
the tournament host, not one of the i8 play- 
ers at Albany Golf Club. The only time he 
touched a club was to pose for a photo, and he 
leaned on it while talking to Justin Rose and 
Zach Johnson on the putting green. 

The 39-year-old Woods has not competed 
since Aug. 23 at the Wyndham Championship 
in Greensboro, N.C., where he attracted re- 
cord crowds in his first appearance and played 
his best golf of a bad year. He went into the fi- 
nal round two shots behind and tied for loth. 

He didn’t realize that would be his last 


event of the year, and last tournament for lon- 
ger than he knows. 

“Was it a surprise? Yeah,” Woods said. “Be- 
cause as I was alluding to that week and subse- 
quent weeks, I felt my hip was killing me and I 
didn’t think it was coming from my back. We 
worked out in the trailer each and every day 
and just tried to loosen up my hip. And OK, 
fine, we went out and played. But I didn’t feel 
any back discomfort. 

“Come to find out it wasn’t my hip, it was 
coming from my back.” 

He had another microdiscectomy Sept. i6, 
and then he revealed Oct. 30 another “pro- 
cedure,” which he said was in the same spot. 
Asked the degree to which he can function. 
Woods said, “I walk. I walk and I walk some 
more.” 

Woods, who has spent 683 weeks at No. i in 
the world ranking, is now at No. 400, his low- 
est as a professional. He has not won since the 
Bridgestone Invitational in 2013, when he was 
the PGA Tour player of the year. 

And now he can’t even begin to imagine 
when he might play again. 

“I have no answer for that, and neither does 
my surgeon or my physios,” he said. “There is 
no timetable.”
